"The applicants sliould be 
free from having In their posses¬ 
sion any punch boards, slot ma¬ 
chines or similar devices. They

Important Matter 

"This is a matter In which ail 
good cltizeiiB of San Mateo county 
are vitally interested. It is Just 
as much the duty of a good citi¬ 
zen as it is that of any officer 
to assist in furnishing information 
as to unlawfulness or undesirable 
conditions. We solicit constructive 
co-operation. 

''lK!t the board of superrlsors 
hear, on January 13, any facts or 
reasons why any particular per¬ 
mit should not be granted.” 

I Swart declared that "since un¬ 
lawful pursuits are generally con¬ 
ducted under the guise of lawful 
pursuits, the ordinance necessarily 
covers many persons who are fol¬ 
lowing perfectly lawful pursuits.” 

Covers Dance Halls 

Ordinance No. 328 provides thaf 
it Is unlawful to conduct without 
a permit; 

1. Any place where any beve¬ 
rages or drinks of any kind or 
nature whatever 'are sold or are 
kept for sale; 

2. Any roomliiT ’ ouse, road 

house, lunch coi'"ter, boarding 
place, cigar or tobacco store in 
connection with which .dancing is 
conducted or permitted; • 

3. Any dance hall at which there 
is directly or indirectly anv charge

Wc find eaU'C within cause for our graliii- 
ration over the ratification of the chihl lal^or 
atnendmenl by the California legislature. Be¬ 
sides being thankful for the apjiroval of flic 
amendment, we are gratified that the ratifica¬ 
tion was accomitlishevl early in the .'Cssion. 
thus clearing the way for coti'ifleraiioti of 
other pressing matters; and it is especially 
good to observe the wide margin by which 
the amendment was approved, the •enate hav¬ 
ing voted .16 to .5 for the measure, and the 
a.ssembly (>') to 0. 

Having ratified the amemltncnt through 
the legislatnrr, California has done its utmost 
tovvanl making the measure an ultimate part 
of the federal constitution, except insofar as 
imlividual citizens and organizations within 
the .state may aiil in carrying on proiiagaml.a 
wherever other Icgi'latures are vet to take 
action. As the great bulk of the states are 
exjiccted to do so this nionlh, the titne for 
this further work i - short. 

The rejection of the amendnicnt by the 
few states which have already taken adverse 
action is not jiartii ularly diseoiiraging t<> the 
cause, since those states are cotton ttiill 
states, 'lominate'l in large part by the itolti' 
tries that are considered most culpable fur 
the bad conditions in cert;rm areas that have 
made it necessary to seek fetleral ititerven- 
tion for the ]>rotection of child weliarc. Ke- 
jection by those -tates was expet te<l. 

Hceatisc California Ini' exicllcnl (liild lalmr 
laws of its own, the ratification of the federal 
amendment by this state sliotthl prove an 
advantage in influencing the a< lion of others. 
California, it can be argued, knows by it- own 
exiterience that chihl labi,»r laws are not the 
dangerous thing' that opponents of the 
amendment have falsely contended.

The New State Budget Provides Increased 
Appropriations for Which the Gov¬ 
ernor Is Not to Blame 


Both the Kichardsoniaiis and the anti-Ricli- 
ard.sonians are in a fair way to being satisfied 
with the state budget submitted by the gov¬ 
ernor for the ensuing biennium, 'i'he appru- 
jiriation totals for .some of the department' 
that felt slighted by the scant provisions of 
the last budget have taken far .shoots u|>vvard, 
which should satisfy those deiiartmcnls and 
their entlitisiasts. .\t the same time the gov¬ 
ernor is in a pivsition to declare a continuing 
triumph for his “economy’’ policy. The dif¬ 
ference of $24,-155,64.s between the 16J3 and 
the 192.'5 budgets, which is to the ailvantage 
of the newer btnlget, is explained by "great 
increases in fixed charges, unusual exjicndi- 
fnres and the state’s growth." 

It is of especial interest to note the liberal¬ 
ity ot the estimates this time in reference to 
education. The new budget provides $td,- 
.^0.3,81fi fur schiiols, as against $46,7SK. 11 5 two 
years ago, this imrea.'C. too, being due in 
(tail at least to creation of specific revenues 
by legislation. 

The comment of the slate board of c(.>ntrol 
on the ednrational allotment i> interesting, 
'f ile board is quoted a- -aying: “’I'lic reconi- 
inciKlations arc nuidc after personal visits to 
every state oiteratcd institution in California; 
a thoroiigli inspection of such institutions, and 
conference with officers regarding their needs. 

“W’c consider it onr duty to call your atten¬ 
tion to the large amount appropriated fi>r cdiv- 
cation and tin* growth in proportion to the 
total revenue with each biciuiium. . . . 

“'riiis is a subjei t which is giving grave 
concern to all who arc interested in ediiea- 
lional matters, and calls for careful prepara- 
toiy study if California is to retain its present 
iidvanccd educational |>osition without -em¬ 
barrassment to the state’s finances."

WILL HOLD BACK THE PIT RIVER 
The big dam being built by the Pacific Gas and Electric Company 
on the Pit River in Shasta County is being rapidly completed. 

This dam will be 125 feet high, 500 feet long, 150 feet thick at the 
bottom and 18 feet thick at the top. It was started July 1924 and 
will be completed in the early spring of 1925. 

It will back the water of the Pit up for a distance of 10 miles, 
forming an immense lake. 

The big river is now flowing through the temporary flume. Im¬ 
mense piers are being built on the down stream side of the dam 
to break the force of the water which will flow over the dam. 

To date 30,000 yards of concrete have be%n poured. In all 80,000 
yards will be used. 

The crest of the dam will become a part of the new county road 
which the Company has built into Burney Falls, a part of 
fomia’s wonderland.
